Installation 



• Install your unit on a stable flat surface. There must be sufficient room 
in front of the unit for the drawer to be opened and the unit should be 
positioned so that it can see the remote control.

DVDs 

There are several types of DVDs: 
Single-sided discs plays for approximately 2 Hours 
Single-sided disc with 2-layer plays for approximately 4 Hours 
Double-sided disc plays for approximately 4 Hours 

Double-sided disc with 2-layer on both sides plays for approximately 8 Hours. 

DVD discs have Titles and Chapters: 

• There can be several Titles on one disc and each Title can contain several Chapters. Titles and Chapters are numbered, e.g. Title 1, Title 2, 
Chapter 1 and etc. 

• Usually Title one will show the disc publisher and studio logos. The next Title will be the film. Other Titles contain trailers for other films, 
production notes, or alternative endings for the film. There are many possibilities with Digital Versatile Disc. 

• Chapters within the main Title allow you to search quickly for a specific point on the disc. Many discs have a Chapter Menu sometimes called 
Scene Index or Scene Menu that displays the first shot from each Chapter, which allows you to select a shot and play the disc from that point 
onwards. 




DVD discs can be PAL or NTSC. This player can play both types (if the player zone is correct). 

DVD discs allow up to 8 Languages and 32 subtitles on a single disc. You can select and change the language and subtitle to suit yourself and 
play the whole disc or just part of it and view it from different angles. 



Cleaning Disc 

Picture freezing & sound skipping or repeating can occur if the disc inside the player is dirty. 

• When a disc becomes dirty, clean it with a cleaning cloth. Wipe the disc from the center out.

1 0. Installing the Server Software on your P.C. 

A home network should be fully set up and running before the On media server is installed, or follow the 
instructions provided to set up a network in Section 18 (Advanced Network Options for Wireless Connectivity). 
Installing the Server 



1 . Close all applications except Windows. 

2. Insert the On media Server CD into the CD Rom drive and 
allow the On media program to execute with the startup 
screen. 

3. At the startup screen select "INSTALL Streaming Media 
Server Software." 

4. If the program does not begin, go to Start in windows, select 
"Run" and type "D:\setup.exe" (where "D" is the letter of the 
CD Rom drive) 

5. Select language of choice and click on "OK." 

6. Enter the CD key (provided below, and also found on the 
cover of the On media server installation CD) and click on 
"Next" to continue. 

7. Read the End User License Agreement and click on "Accept" 
to proceed with the installation if in acceptance with the 
agreement. 

8. Verify the location where the files will be saved and click on 
"Next." 

9. When installation is complete click on "Finish." You will then 
be given a choice to run the On media server. To run the On 
media server, check mark the box corresponding to "Run 
media server now." 

10. If you have chosen to run On media server, you will then be 
asked, "Do you want to import media?" Click on "Yes" or "No" 
as per your choice.

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Network Adapter 

• A network adapter is a device that allows your P.C. to join a local 
area network (LAN). You will probably have an Ethernet 10/100 
adapter or a wireless 802.1 1b adapter. 

• If there is only one network adapter on the destination P.C, the 
installation will automatically select that adapter. 



• If there is more than one adapter on the P.C. then the installation 
will prompt you to select the adapter you wish to use. 



If no adapter is selected, the installation will not complete 
successfully.

• To uninstall the On media server, go to the "Start" menu and in "Programs" select "On media Server", and click on "Uninstall On 
media Server." If the above option is not available, then go to the location where On media was installed, and click on 
"<UNWISE.EXE>" and follow through as prompted by the uninstall application.

At the bottom of the On media screen there are options for the following: 

• About - provides information about the server software and also an 
option link to check for updates on the software. 

• Help - provides a help menu. 

• Close - closes the On media session. 




Media Files 

• This tab shows the media files on the P.O. that can be 
played by the On media DVD player. It is necessary to first 
import files onto the server before they are shown on the 
list -see Section 12 (Importing Files). 

The "Playlist" window displays the playlists created. 

The "Album" window displays files categorized by album 

The "Artist" window displays files categorized by artist. 

The "Albums->Media" window displays files by file name. 

The options at the bottom of the screen allow for you to 
quickly choose your media: "All," "Audio," "Video" and 
"Pictures." These buttons toggle on/off to include/exclude 
the media type in the list in the right-hand side of the Media 
Files tab. Please note that if you have not imported any 
media files into the Media Library, the Media Import window 
will be blank. 




The last row of options allow you to create a new playlist - 
details provided in Section 20 (Advanced Features) and 
add new tracks to your playlist - Section 20 (Advanced 
Features). You can also look up media details for a 
particular file by clicking on the "Media Details" option. You 
can also add/delete files from your playlist by clicking on 
the "+" or "-" icons. 



Media Import 

• This tab shows the files in all the directories and 
subdirectories that can then be scanned onto the server for 
use with the On media device. 

• The user has an option to select file types from MP3, WMA, 
MPEG, AVI, PLS, M3U, JPEG, BMP, ICO, PSD, PCT and 
TIFF (set under the "Options" tab). 

• The "Plugin Import" option is used to search for supported 
media file applications that can then be imported. 

• The "Scan" option is used to import the files onto the 
server. You may scan subfolders by check marking the 
corresponding boxes you would like scanned. 

• The "Scheduler" feature may be used to scan automatically 
periodically so that the files being imported onto the servers 
can be refreshed. 
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System 

• This tab shows the number of clients connected and the 
respective client information. 

• This tab also displays the network adapter information and 
has the option to select different adapters by using the 
"Change Adapter" option. 

• You can change the name of your P.C. using the "Change" 
option. The P.C. name will appear on the television screen 
when the server is selected.

Options 

• The Options tab allows you to customize the On media 
server software settings. From the Options Tab, you can 
update your preferences in the following areas: System, 
Media Display, Media Files, Most Recent Music, Movies, 
and File types to scan. You can also backup and restore 
your Media Library. 

• The "System" options allow you to: 

Set your language of choice 

Enable Auto Run - enables On media to load 
automatically once the computer is started. It may be 
turned off by unchecking the box. 
Deny hibernate/sleep - when this option is selected 
your computer will not go into sleep mode. 

• The "Media Display" options allow you to update the 
following: 

Media name - select either filename or title for the 
information to be displayed about your media file. 
Media File View - select either "List View" or 
"Thumbnail View." You can change the settings so 
that the media files appear as a list or as thumbnails. 
The default display option is "List View." 
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The "Most Recent Music" option allows you to set the 
number of files in your most recent playlist. To clear the 
files in your playlist click on the "Clear" option. 

The "Movies" option allows you to update the following: 

Enable Transcoding - Select this option to enable TV 
tuner and Personal Video Recorder (PVR)software 
output (MPEG files) to be scanned into the Media 
Library. 

Transcoding Quality - Specify the transcoding quality 
on a range from Fair to Best using the sliding scale. A 
quality level of Best is recommended. 

The "File Types to Scan" option allows you to scan the 
following media types: 

Audio: MP3 and WMA 

Video: MPEG and AVI 

Playlist: PLS and M3U 

Picture: JPEG, BMP, ICO, PSD, PCT and TIFF

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14. About Wireless Networks 

On media connects to Wireless Local Area Networks (WLAN) using the 802.11b networking standard and will not

WMA 

Windows Media Audio (WMA) is another compressed audio file format that is similar to MP3. WMA files can also be grouped in folders or albums as 
MP3 files. 



Note: 

• Simultaneous playback of JPEG files with WMA is not possible. 



JPEG 

JPEG is a compressed image file format. Your player can play JPEG files with a resolution of up to five million (5 mega) pixels. However, there is no 
perceptible improvement in the quality of pictures displayed on your TV screen beyond 400,000 pixels.

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24. Playable Discs 

While advances have been made to ensure that your disc player is compatible with the largest number of discs possible, it cannot be guaranteed 
that you will be able to play discs which might not be compliant with audio CD standards. In the case of writable and rewritable discs, compatibility 
with this player depends on the DVD or CD writer, the right software and the disc used. 

DVD-Video 

Digital video discs - 12 cm and 8 cm, single or double sided, single or dual layer. DVDs are high-density optical discs on which high quality picture 
and audio are recorded by means of digital signals. 

DVD-R, DVD-RW 

Most DVD-R and DVD+R (one recording only), DVDRW and DVD+RW discs (rewritable). Depending on the DVD writer and discs used. Recordings 
using DVD-R and DVD-RW discs must be made in Video DVD mode. Recordings using DVD+RW discs must be made in accordance with the 
specifications for DVD+RW discs with a 4.7 GB capacity. 

Video CD (VCD) 

VCD stands for Video Compact Disc.

This player can play most CD-R discs. CD-Rs written during a multi-session recording can also be played, provided that the session has ended 
before the disc is played (depending on the write software).

take up to 20 seconds to recognize the disc before starting to play. If the disc is not recognized after a period of 20 seconds, remove the disc, and 
then insert it again.

• Close all other applications on the computer to ensure reliable CD-R disc recording. 
MP3 Files 

CD-R discs containing audio files in MP3 format. As for CD-R MP3 discs, please follow all the recommendations for CD-R above, along with the 
comments below: 

• Your MP3 files should be ISO 9660 or JOLIET format. ISO 9660 format and Joliet MP3 files are compatible with Microsoft's DOS and 
Windows, as well as with Apple Mac. These two formats are the most widely used. 

• MP3 filenames should not exceed 12 characters, and should end with the ".MP3" extension. General name format: "Title. MP3". When 
composing your title ensure that you use 8 characters or less, have no spaces in the name, and avoid the use of special characters including ( 
. , / , \ , = +). 

• Use a decompression transfer rate of at least 128kB/sec (kilobytes/second) when recording MP3 files. Sound quality with MP3 files basically 
depends on the rate of compression / decompression you choose. Obtaining audio CD quality sound requires an analog/digital sampling rate, 
that is conversion to MP3 format, of at least 128kB/sec and up to 160kB/sec. Choosing higher rates, such as 192 kB/sec or more, only rarely 
produces even better sound quality. Conversely, files with sampling rates below 128kB/sec will not play properly. 

• Do not try recording copyright-protected MP3 files. "Secured" files are encrypted and code-protected to prevent illegal copying. You must not 
copy such files. 

Important: 

The above recommendations cannot be taken as a guarantee that the DVD player will play MP3 recordings, or as an assurance of sound quality. 
You should note that certain technologies and methods for MP3 file recording on CD-Rs prevent optimal playback of these files on your DVD player 
(i.e. degraded sound quality and even, in some cases, inability of the player to read the file).
